‘0i Internal Revemue under the incoming
Avminsstration. Mr. Rolline, the present
U mmisstoner, i determined to re.ire from the
ofice, and hence comes the unecossity
for a new appointment, When be made a re.
quest of his polition) [riends to withdraw daring
she last campaign, he recommended Mr, Delpuo
for the position, nud when Johnson refused to
appoint him Mr, Rollins was compelled to re-
main, 1 being known that Mr. lollins would
po-itively wivhdraw from the office, the fricnds
of Mr. Delano suggested and recommended him
to General Grant tor the place. Yeaterday Mr.
Delsne hud a lopg copsultution with General
Grant, doring wuich it Is understood the effice
of Cowmissioner of luternal Revenue was
offered to him, aud that hesignified his intention
1o nceept, [t Is further stuted that Geoeral
Grant highl
known abllity and integrily a5 a public officer,
and meid 1f it wae 1o his pswer Lo judiciously do
#0, hie would gladly appowit him to » place in
his Cabinet. Bat at the same time he consi-
dered the Commlssionership of Loternal Reve-
nue oot inferior to any office 1n Lis gift. This
Inst statement about the Cabinet has created
the Impression that Oblo will have no represens
tative fv the Cabinet, which disposes of Mesasrs,
Wade aud Dennlson. The Pacific const people

an apphlesant for wne position, Bat when, In
June or July, Commissioner Rollins slgnitied
his earvest desire to quit the otiice, & conanlta-
tion of lending men here was beld, as the result
of which Mr, Delano consented Lo accept the
appointment from President Joliuson if it was
tendered. Mr. ‘Rollivs, Mr. E. B. Washburne,
Senator Wilson, Benator Sherman, General
Behenck, Senator Cattell, Mr. Hooper, and
ethers made edorte. throngh Secretaries Seward
and McQalloch, to induce Mr. Johnsea to

The Draft-book o:- n Confedernte Netre=
ry.

Prom the San Franecisco Bulleling Jan. 28,

A gentleman has handed us for inspection the
“stub” of o deaft-book ueed by vhe Secretary of
the Confederncy, and which sbow:, in brief, the
lurger part of the origioal transacclons during
the existence of the Hebel power. It wasfound
after the fall of Richmond, and is preserved as
& curious rellc of the pust,

The first cotry is dated 20th of May, 1861, and
is for the modest sum of $10,000 on the Canal
Bank ot New Orleans, The next Is dated Jane
7. 1861, and is & dratt for $50,000 on the Louls
juna State Bauk, payable to the order of A. J,
Garrott, Assistant Treasurer. Hy this time the
tinapcial aystem has been fully broaght into
operation. These drafts extend over a period
from the date above mentioned, to August, 1864;
the last regular draftt nayiog beco drawn on the
third of that month. Toere is a memorandum
of u draft drawn s lnte s October 3, 1864, Tois
dratt is drawn payable to the order ol M, J,
Hall, Dep., ut Mavabnll, Texus, 1t 18 addressod
to K. U, Eimore, Jr., Richmond, Va,, and 18
supposed to have been drawn for post olll e
purposes. Anote in the same baudwriting reads
a9 tollows:=*"Authority endorsed on the dratt
to pny R. A. Matthewa to etlect the transher
under contract of Matthews and Ewell with the
Treasury Department; butat the risk and ex-
pense of the Post Office Departmeut,”

Withont footivg up all the marginal sums, we
shonld judge that two hundred miillons were
represented In this book, Many of the drafls
ure as luree as one million, and kome oven reach
There are many
emill draltsa for coln, but these rarely exceed
$10,000, apd most of them were under 1000,
As a specimen of Conlederate book-keeping, we
should not ramk thle aczcount book very high.
The original entrles are frequently defaced nud
written over with a uew eudorsement, so that
it Is not casy Lo make out the exnct charneter of
the original trausaction. In some place: there
gre memorauda showlong either that the draft
had been rold for gold, or that it had been
drawn, payable in that way. Bueh drafts are
usnally drawn on depositaries iu localities
where there was s Rebel custom house, und
where blockade-runvers had paid duties in
gold. Nearly nll the specie mentioned jn these
drafts sppears 1o have heen derived trom these
sources, 1'he right arm of the Coulederacy wis
the blockade-runners.

In the later daysof the Confeleracy, Frazer,
Trenholm & Co. figure as bankers and deposi-
taries at Liverpool, Most of the late dratts on
this bouse are for smull amounts payable 1n
gold, and appenr to have been used Lo pay diplo-
mutic salaries, Tbe latest of these were drawn
in August, 1804, when it was all up with the
Confedersey, It is nota little siguificant that
when 1t was evident that the cause was lo:t
there was u desperate rald upon this draft bauk,
As late as July 28, 1864, we find dralt No, 803,
drawn for $6,000,000 on W, Y. Leach, Assistant
Treasurer of Columbia, 8, ., payable to the
order of E, . Elmore, Confederate Treasurer,
although there is nothing to indicute where
lihnl official might be found at that particular
time, ’

Ou draft No. 234, drawn by the Coafelerate
Treasurer for $109,600 on John Boston, Deputy
at Savanrcah, Ga, lsthe indorsement:—"Payo-
ble in bonds secured on sequestration nocount.”
Thig sort of paper no doubt communded o pre-
mivm. The security was the contiscated pro-
perty of Northern men who, refusing to be
Rebels, were foreed to leave the country.

Frazer, Trenholm & Co., Liverpool, figare in
the draft-book ss early ns December 20, 1861
In one pluce they are designated ns “Hon, Dep,”
If those fipanciers didn’t muke any money out
of the Robel goncern, let them not forget the
bonor of having figured so largely in \his con-
nection. They did thelr best, no doubt; and if
they sre stuck with a ptle of Confedernte uotes
aud bonds, the paper mills ot Buglund can
rendily convert them into tolerable paper atock

| again.

Bome of the sums expressed in these drufts
were no doubt used to pay for the Confederate
cruiger Alabama. Laird does not figure by
nawe in this book, all the finuncial transactions
abroad being covered by the name of Frazer,
Trenholm & Co., who, first and lsst, paid out
eevern]l millions, One draft payable to the
order of this firm, dated SBeptemoer 12, 1802, is
for 850,000 fniapcs; anolher, December 16, of the
same yeur and payable to the same order, wus
to pay & French account against the QOoufede-
racy, probably for supplies, or for au outlt of
one or more Rebel cruisers,

The book from which we hayve drawu the
foregoing data is 6 curiosity In ats way, aud lets
in a gleam of Meht here anl there, upeu the
history of those eventiul tmes,

THE GREAT EASTERN.

An Incident on Board the
Nleamer.

The sceldent to the Freueh steamer Perelre
reminds a corréspondeat of the Albany Aryus
of un incldent on board of the Great kasiern
douring ber Inst west ward voysge Lwo years ngo,
He snys:;—

“The consumption of couls had, an the eighth
day ou!, brought her bulwarks to a helght of
thirty-vine feet above the een (on s level keel),
Oue morning before daybreak I was swakened
by being torsed iu my berth, which happened to
be athwart slips. | got up and went on deck,
sod found the mostterritic sen that 1 had ever
geen, though an old sallor, Just at duybreak
we ehipped & sen forward, which killed oune
seamun and severely woundea three
Ihey were bhurt by belpg dashed agalust the
unchor stowed ¢n the upper deck.

“The wave, in this ipstance, mast hitve been
o lees than twenty-nine feet from trough to

crest, and perbups more; for the piteh ot the !

ship maust bave been less than twenty feet, (1
had measured it the night before at diteen feet,)
A gecond and third wave broke over the bul-
wharks and swept the decks of everything loose,
and even tore up hutches, skylights, ete,, and
poured a flood of waler, one hundred tons or
more, lnto the maln saloon, This, ialling twenty
feet, produced so much] noise that it woke ap
every passenger, and, a8 usunl, they rushed
upon deck iu their nipht-clothes, preavly feight-
encd, eupposing that the ship was golog to he
bottom,

I was standing st what may be callad the
mainmast, that s, the middie one of ber six
maste, and as we shipped each sea, I lifved
mysell up by some ropes handy by to prevent
the danger of baviog my legs broken by the
heavy artcles washod from the forecastle to the
stern by thoee immoense torrents of water,

“Haif an Lour later I went on the guards
glxty feet iromn Lthe oentre Dne of the ship, und
oue hundred feet, perbaps, from the centre of
gyration, and was earried np and down at the
rate of forty miles wn bour, produciug o sensg.
tlon ench as 1 had never belore experieaced., it
legst to the snme extont, In the descent it folt
as 1f 1 was losing my ecalp, and in \he asoent
tuat I bhad & ton welght on lop of my head,
Any voysger krows this sensution, only thut
on this ocenslon it was greater than 1 had eves
experienced it,”

Sonihern Dosperadoes,

Spreading of the Insurreetionnry
Moyement—=The Ristng in Jaguey—
Arresnt of & Nnturalizsed Amoricmnn: Ex-
cltement ln Clenfuegos.

By an arrival from Havdpa we have the [nl-
lowing news of the lusurrcction op to Lhe I7th
inslants

News of the appearance of the insurgents at
various places throughout the Weatern Depart.
ment reaches us slmost hourly, and thoogh,
through fear of being arrested for “propipating
alatmiog intelligence,” few details are mude
known, it is evident that the whole counlry 1s
sroused. Early on Monday mornlog it leaked
ot that the Government had received inlorma.
tion ol & riging in the vicioity of Matnneas, and
thut three hundred Insurgenis had seut up the
cry there, In relation to this the Diario sy «:—
“Iudebted Lo nresident of Beombg, worthy of all
credit, we are enabled to glve some details
about the purty of ipsurrects that rose fu
Jupuey Grande, Our informant writes, under
dute of the 12th, that the risiveg commenead
with & group of about 100 mdividaals. The
moment the authorities beard of it they sent
for 4 small foree of rezulars, somo civil ganrds
and n mounted squadren of volunteers from
(‘olon, Bembu, Corrnl Fulso, Isube!, Coliseo,
Unlon, and Navajns, Don Augostin Rdeizacs,
owner of an estate near o mountain aud proacti-
cally acquueinted with the neighborhood, lormed
one of the enlefs among the rebels, As soon as
they heard thut forces were approaching, on
the night of the 12th, they fled in the direction
of the Cienaga or Eneenada de Cochinos. From
the eume correspondent, under date of the Tith,
we learn that u Mexican colonel was toe lender
of the rebels, and that the greater part of them
wii composed of prisouers released by the am-
nesty. Narelso Martin Blas, the Captaia of the
Civil Ganrd, at the head of tyenty men, joined
by forty cavalry volunteers, resolutely advanced
to the sttack, althoogh the rebels nombered ten
times his force, but the enemy had already
skedaddled.”

A rising recently took placs al .]‘.IL‘llfl}‘, In the
Juriediction of Colon, headed by Colouel inclan,
a Mexican, who, with u considerable number of
other officers from Mexico, hns recently Innded
in the country, lp the Cozco Mountains
alrendy 20006 Jusurgents are said to have col
legted apd are wailing the eignil for moving,
mepnwhile organizing and preparing for action.
Or late a cousiderable number ol encineecrs
emploged on the sugar estates throughout
the varlous jurisdictions 1 the Wesern
Department  are  abaodomng  thelr  labor
apd coming to Havaus, These men are
mostly  Americand, who have remaldel
on this igland for & considerable number of
yrarg, nheent from home during rhe lute war in
the United States, and with no appreciation of
political disturbances. They fear tmpressment
into the insurgent ranks, One of them, recently
from San Autounlo, in the jurisdiction of that
uame, reports that 300 rebels recently appeared
there, departed and returned agaio in a duy or
two, irightening all the operatives from the
eftutes, and of course suspending the work of
getting in the crops, Others from AMacagua,
the present terminus of the rallroad, and vi-
cinity, report galmilur abandonment of estates,

The acting Consu!l-General of the United
States recently wade application for a passport
for Joee Vicento Brito, a native of this island, n
naturalized  Awerican citizen, whose famiiy
resides in New Jersey. Senor Brito was soon
ufter arrested, and the Consul recelved 4 com-
munication from the Civil Goveruvor stuting
that he did not recognize his right to apply for
passporte, Brito was supsequently released on
production of bLis papers, and the Consul tele-
graphed to Washington asking the prompt
intervention of the Government for the
protection of its cilizens through him, or 1o
seeept hir resignation, The Eoglisa Counsuls
General s the only recognized diplomut
in the covsular corps of Cuba, he being duly
suthorized as fuch by his governmeat, He is
uol, however, recognized in this character by
Gieneral Dulee, The Ouban passeneers of the
Englieh schooner Galyanle, recently captured
of Kowano Key, have been tried by the Mari-
time Court and sentenced to death, Dulee,
however, refusges to recognize the jurisdiotion
of the court, claiming that bhis anthority is
supreme. They will probably be sent as con-
victs to some penul settlement or to Spain for
the netion of the national government, It 1
vnderstood that General Dulce regards those
attempting to land, with the view of joining
the insurgents or fornishivg them wilh war
mwaterial, as pirates,

The Insurrection In Clemfuogon.

Arrival of More Spanish Chassenrs—The

Havana, Feb. 24.—<The resignation of the
United Siates Consnl-General nl this plsece
which was tendered some time ago, hne been
accepted by the President.

The non-commissioned officers of the volun
teer organization had anaudience with Qaplain
General Dulee to-duy, at which they were told
that they had misunderstond the decree o
pardon to rebels issued atter the amnesty pro™
clamution bad expired, The explanation was
gatisfactory to the men, who retlred much
pleased at the result ol the interview,

There was a meeting of the volunteer officer®
at the Palace to-day, at which it was sunoanced
that Commandsnt KEessel, a Cuban, commund-
'ng the Sixth regiment of volunleers, had been
superseded.

A transport from Bpaln arrived
with €00 Chnsseors,

The Voz de Chba culls attention to the Spanish
Iaw which makes all persons reeldent on the
island for five years subj-o's of Spain,

The gunboats which left Neavitns for the pur-
pose captured Guanagn on the 17ih instant,
and 6 small garrigon wa® placed in the town,

An expedition left Guingga on Sunday lor
Puaerto Peiucipe. for the purpose of raising the
glege of that city. As Lthe lpsurirents are cou.
centrated there, and are well srmed and
e¢quipped, a fevere engngement between the
belligerents is anticipated.,

Twelve insurgent prisoners, ineluding one
Mexican, have been brouzhit here from Hosclus,

Information from Sunta Cruz, dated the 17th,
reports that on that day uforce of lnsargents,
in three attacks, went to Guayabal and took
seventecn horses and n considerable quantity
of provisions,

Iutelligence from Baotiszo de Cuba states
that of cighty plantations in that jurisdiction,
